NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—Pres- 
ident Taft’s intimation that 
Vice-President Sherman  prac- 
ticed deception connection 
with the rejection of Col. Roose- 
velt as temporary chairman of 


the coming Republican State con- 
vention has startled politicians 
as nothing else has in years. 
Taken in connection with 
Roosevelt’s declaration today 
that he is willing to go as a dele- 
gate to the convention and that 
there will be ‘‘no compromise,’”’ 
it foreshadows a fight between 
the progressives and the ‘‘old 
guard’’ that will be bitter. 


Taft’s letter, addressed to Lloyd C. 
Griscom, chairman of the New York 
County Republican Committee in effect 
stands by Roosevelt, repudiates Sher- 
man and rebukes the State Committee 
for refusing to select Roosevelt to deliver 
the “keynote’’ speech at Saratoga in 
September. 

President Taft was hardly expected to 
break his long silence with such a loud 
crash. His letter is regarded by many 
as a peace offering to Roosevelt: Others 
see in it a determination to join in a 
movement to bring about a Republican 
clean up in New York State. 


Situation Is Unparalleled. 

But whatever its intent, his letter is 
‘expected to bring about a situation be- 
tween the President and Vice-President 
‘of this nation wholly unparalleled. Here- 
tofore the relations between the high- 
est and next to the highest Govern- 
ment officers have been. friendly and 
confidential. 

The President’s letter to Mr. Griscom, 
dated Saturday, and made public last 
night, is believed to mark an open break 
between the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent. The administration that has al- 
Ways reposed great confidence in Mr. 
Sherman now accuses him of a political 
' deception so apparent that some seem 
to think the Vice-President should re-

Friends of Col. Roosevelt have insist- 
ed that an important telegram had been 
suppressed in connection with the tem- 
porary chairmanship. It develops the 
message was sent to Sherman.

Col. Rooseyelt was pleased with the

Statement From Griseom. 
After giving out Mr. Taft's letter, Mr. 
Griscom made the following formal 
statement:

Those personally acquainted with 
Mr. Taft’s views were, of course, 
never in @oubt that his advice had 
been ignored and that his attitude 
was misrepresented in erder that 
those who misrepresented him might 
appear as the defenders of his ad- 
ministration. 

I have not the slightest doubt that 
the action of the State Committee

The resignation of Matt G. 
Reynolds as President of the Po- 
lice Board came after Gov. Had- 
ley selected Attorney George B. 
Webster to investigate Reynolds’ 
conduct as head of the board, es- 
pecially with reference to his at- 
titude toward the Republican 
City Committee. The investi- 
gator appointed by Hadley is a 
former member of the committee. 

The report made to the Gov- 
ernor, according to Republican 
leaders, is said to have shown 
that Reynolds turned down the 
City Committee flatly in regard 
to appointments, and that he 
kept up the fight on the regular 
members of the committee after 
the primaries in the interest of 
Jeptha D. Howe, in an effort to 
prevent the re-election of Henry 


Kiel as chairman. 

The resignation following closely the 
receipt of this report by the Governor, 
and a conference between’ Chairman 
Kiel of the City Committee and the 
Governor last Saturday. 

The regulars and the insurgents said 
Reynolds’ resignation was due directly 
to the fight between the two factions 
in the primary, and Reynolds’ refusal to 
heed requests the committee made for 
police appointments. 


Judge Reynolds denied to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Tuesday that politics had 
anything to do with his resignation. He 
said he owed it to other members of his 
law firm to give all his time to busi- 
ness and that was the sole reason for his 
withdrawal from the board. He ad- 
mitted his written resignation was not 
forwarded to the Governor until Mon- 
day, two days after the’ Hadley-Kiel con- 
ference. 

The report made by Attorney Web- 
ster at th@ Governor’s request dealt 
with Reynolds’ activity in attempt- 
ing to force the committee to 
place the names of Howe candi- 
dates on the primary slate, his re- 
fusal to permit the committee to suggest’ 
any appointments to the’ police force 
and his combination with Howe and 
Robert Burkham, secretary to Mayor 
Kreismann, which resulted in offers of 
the best city appointments to members 
of the City Committee if they would 
vote against Kiel for chairman. 

Nothing for the Regulars. 

The regulars declare that Reynolds 
has never given them the slightest at- 
tention in the matter of appointments. 
One of the regulars said Tuesday that 
George Galloway, one of the members 
of the City Committee, asked Reynolds 
a few days ago to put one of his friends 
on the foree. According to this poli- 
ticilan, ‘Reynolds replied: 


out of me that you’re going to get. 
I'll not give you another d—d thing.” 

It is known that Gov. Hadley ‘is con- 
sidering asking Excise Commissioner 
Caulfield, who wants to resign because 
of the great amount of his time his 
office takes, to accept the presidency 
of the Police Board. It is also known 
that the Governor is considering mak- 
ing Commissioner Teichmann president 
of the board. 

William B. Homer, whom Gov. Had. 
ley appointed judge to succeed Judge 
Matt G. Reynolds on the Circuit 
bench, is looked upon as a likely 
nominee for the Reynolds’ place. 

Gov. Hadley at Jefferson City Tues- 
day declared that politics had nothing 
to do with Reynolds’ resignation. The 
Governor says there was’no disagree- 
ment between himself and Reynolds 
when the latter expressed his disap- 
proval of the Republican primary 
slate and supported Judge James E 
Withrow and Louis Alt. 

In discussing the matter with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Tuesday, Judge Rey- 
nolds said: 

“Politica had nothing whatever to do 
with my resignation. The Governor 
knew more than a month ago that I 
wanted to resign as soon as the Police 

was in a settled condition.

FOR BUYING VOTES 
IN CONGRESS RACE 





Friend of Oil Trust Spent $42,000 to Win Nomi- 
nation and Withdrew Name After In- 
quiry Was Begun by Opponent.

-FRANKLIN, Pa., Aug. 23.—Joseph Cc, 


Sibley, who withdrew as a candidate 
for Congress on the Republican ticket In 
the Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania Dis- 


trict, was arrested late last night on a 
warrant charging ‘‘conspiracy to de- 
bauch voters.” Sibley was released on 
his own recognizance to appear before 
Justice of the Peace Perry at Warren, | 
Pa., Aug. 26. 

The arrest came a few hours after 
Sibley had announced his withdrawal 
from the congressional race. According 
to his own figures, filed in obedience to 
the legislative act requiring a public 
statement of a candidate’s expense ac- 
count, Sibley spent $17,000 in Warren 
County to gain his nomination and in 
the entire district $42,500, which, accord- 
ing to population, averaged $4 a vote. 

In the warrant under which Sibley 
was arrested, three other politicians in 
the Twenty-eighth . District are also 
charged with conspiracy to debauch vot- 
ers. They are Charles Crandall, D. M. 
Howard and George M. Duan. 

In a letter to the voters of the district 
Sibley, now i nhis sixty-first year, said

Sibley’s enemies assert that his plea 
of ill health was only an excuse, and 
that he withdrew from. the race be- 
cause his enormous election expenses 
are to be audited next Monday, and 
that by withdrawing he hoped to have 
this action called off. 

The information against Sibley was 
made yesterday and was served on Sib- 
ley late last mgnt at Sibley’s home here. 
In the information Frank H. Taylor, 
secretary to Sibley, is also named as co- 
defendant. Taylor was arrested, but 
neither was required to give bond. Sib- 
ley denied himself to interviewers today. 

Sibley is a manufacturer and farmer 
and reputed to be a millionaire. He was 
elected as a Democrat to the Fifty-third 
and Fifty-sixth congresses, and as a 
Republican to the Fifty-seventh and 
Fifth-eighth congresses and re-elected 
to the Fifty-ninth Congress by a large 
majority. In the Democratic national 
convention of 1896 Sibley received the 
largest number of votes for the nomina- 
tion of Vice-President, but wired the 
convention to withdraw his name. 

Inquiry to Go On, 

The investigation of the $42,500 pri- 
mary expense account was inspired by 
William J. Breene, his Democratic op- 
ponent. 

Mr. Sibley has had a varied and ex- 
citing political career. He was first 
elected ‘Mayor of Franklin, Pa., on the 
Democratic ticket, but later turned Re- 
publican in jocal politics. Later he went 
to Congress as a Representative‘on the 
Demecratic ticket, and on the floor of 
the House assailed Grover Cleveland, 
then President, saying: “It has come 
to a time when the government of this 
people requires something more than a 
combination of brains, belly and brass.” 
He was a rabid free silverite and bi- 
metallist, and especially active in the 
189% campaign in the interests of -W. J. 
Bryan. At one time he was strongly 
boomed for vice-president.. Tiring of 
free silver, he came to the assistance 
of Matthew S." Quay when that bulwark 
of Pennsylvania politics was having a 
hard fight for re-election to the Senate. 
In more recent years he has leaped 
into the limelight of publicity in con- 
nection with the Archbold-Standard Oil 
letters, which William Randolph Hearst 
used extensively in his last campaign. 
He is also the man who said he would 
beard Roosevelt in his den. In a state- 
ment togthe press in “regard to the 
Standard Oil letters, he said he had 
been a friend of Archbold and the 
Standard Oil Co. for more than 30 years, 
His determination to re-enter politics 
was taken last February, after a retire- 
ment of four years. His hard fight for 
the nomination in which he spent about 
$42,500 in order to defeat Nelson P.

He Was 64 Years Old and 
Was Prominent in Business 
World. 








Former Judge Jacob Klein, for 12 


years on the Circuit bench in St. Louis, 
died at’7 a. m. Tuesday at his home, 
5099 Westminster place. He had been 
in failing health since the sudden death 
last September of his wife, and mem- 


bers ef his family attribute his break- 
down to the shock of that loss. He was 
64 years old. 

Mrs. Klein died of acute nephritis a 
few hours after she had been downtown 
shopping. He> unexpected death was a 
blow from which her husband did not 
rally. He went to San Antonio, Tex., 
early this year, in the hope that a 
change of scene and air would benefit 
him, but the trip was fruitless, and for 
the last two months his health had been 
failing more rapidly. He appeared at 
his effice-in the Mercantile Trust Co., 
for which he was chief counsel, a week 
ago last Monday for the last time. 

Will Be Cremated. 

In accordance with Judge Klein's 
often-expressed wish, his body will be 
cremated, as his wife's was. The fu- 
neral will take place at 2:30 p. m 
Thursday from the home, the Rev. Dr. 
William J. McKittrick officiating. The 
burial will be in Bellefontaine Ceme- 
tery. 

Judge Klein’s children were with him 
when he died.. They are Eugene E. 
Klein, an architect; Homer W., Birdie 
and Mrs, Charles Blatchford Collins. 

Judge Kiein was one of the most 
successful and widely own of St. 
Louis lawyers. He had held many 
places of business trust, as well as 
offices conferred on him because of 
his legal achievements. The law firm 
of Klein & Hough, of which he was 
until recently a member, was re- 
Sarded as one of the strongest in 
St. Louis. 

Judge Klein was born in mek, 

t,, Germany, Sept. 1, 134, .and 
was brought to the United States when 
a child, He was educated in the pub-

and took the course at Harvard, being 
graduated there in the class of ‘71.

WARSHIP IOWA BRINGS IN

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—On board the 
battleship Iowa, one of the ships making 
up the practice squadron, which has 
just réturned to Chesapeake Bay with 
500 midshipmen aboard, are five Ameri- 
cans who are held on a charge of 
plundering a vessel on the high seas.

Judge Thomas B. Crews, former Pyo- 
bate Judge, denied to his friends Tues- 


day that he was dead. Judge Crews re- 
ferred his friends to Mark Twain's fa- 
mous remark, When he received such a 
report about himself:

Frank E. Hering, grand worthy presi- 
dent of the Fraternal Order of Eagles, 
declared in his opening speech at the 
first business session at the Olympic

With Senator. William Warner defi- 
nitely out of the race for the Republi- 
can nomination for United States Sena- 
tor, political gossip was rife Tuesday 
as to whether Gov. Hadley would an- 
nounce for the seat, and as to whether 
Warner’s withdrawal was to make room 
for Charles Nagel, Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor. 

Gov. Hadley is to have a talk Sept. 1 
in Kansas City with Col. Roosevelt, at 
which, his friends say, he will reach a 
decision. His hesitancy about enter- 
ing the race is due chiefly, it is under- 
stood among politicians, to his doubt 
as to whether the next Legisffture will 
be Republican. 

Hadley’s sympathies are with the 
“progressive,” or. insurgent, wing of 
the party. Warner was a stand-patter, 
and voted consistently with the Aldrich 
faction on the tariff. 


Warner In Bad Health. 
Senator Warner’s health is the sole 


reason he gives for withdrawing from 
the race. He consulted Secretary Nagel, 
Postmaster - General Hitchcock and 
Thomas J. Akins, Postmaster here, be- 
fore reaching the decision. The consul- 
tations began a month ago in Washing- 
ton, and Warner then declared he would 
announce his position within two weeks, 
but he repeatedly postponed it. Nagel 
and Hitchcock left Washington together 
for Massachusetts, and Warner had sev- 
eral talks with President Taft about the 
race, 

Nagel is closer to Mr. Taft than any 
other member of the Cabinet. except 
perhaps Attorney-General Wickersham. 
He is regarded as a “standpatter,” and 
would be expected to align himself with 
the “regulars” in the Senate were he 
to' win the nomination and election. 

Gov. Hadley declined to make a state- 
ment Tuesday at Jefferson City, except 
to express surprise at Warner's with- 
drawal. Sept. 7 is the last day for an- 
nouncing for the race. 

MeKinley May Run, 

Close political friends of former Lieut. 
of Unionville, 
who defeaged Richard Kerens‘for the 
Republican, nomination for United 
States Senator two years ago, said 
Tuesday that McKinley probably would 
be a candidate, now that Senator war- 
ner had refused to run. 

McKinley is one of Warner’s close 
personal friends and would not have 
opposed him for the nomination, Mc- 
Kinley several weeks ago told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he was unde- 
cided about becoming a candidate. 

McKinley's friends sa} he is a strong 
advocate of a protective tariff, but 
that he believes in having a tariff 
commission which will handle the sub- 
ject scientifically, graduating the tariff 
on the basis of the cost of manufac- 
ture in America and abroad. 

Senator Warner is 71 years old and 
has suffered a bilious attack recently, 
but has not been confined to his room, 
and has been active in attending to of- 
ficial duties in Washington. His state. 
ment that he would not be a candidate 
is brief, but he gave out with it a type- 
written statement for newspaper re- 
porters, according to press dispatches, 
in which he expressed confidence that- 
the next Legislature would have a Re- 
publican majority, and urged the par- 
ty in Missouri to avoid factional dis- 
putes. 

Former Lieutenant-Governor McKin- 
ley is expected to announce his candi- 


dacy for the place.

AMERICANS FEAR HARM 
FROM MOB IN NIGARAGUA

MANAGUA, .\ug. 23.—With the fall of 
the Madriz administration and the an- 
nouncement that, although Madriz re- 
tired in favor of Jose Estrada, - brother 
of the insurgents’ leader, Gen, Estrada 
would retire from leadership, disorderly 
demonstration began and were con- 
tinued throughout last night. 

Mobs shouted imprecations against all 
North Americans and many Americans 
have fled from their homes. It is feared 
American property will be attacked by 
the rioters. 

Reports from Bluefields say Estrada 
has issued a proclamation for a presi- 
dential election. The successor to Madriz 
has started for Granada accompanied 
by the consular corps. 

President Madriz left the city Sunday 
night, his plans being kept secret 
aboard the Government gunboat Momo- 
tombo, on which it is presumed he went 
to the western extremity of Lake Man- 
agua, where he could take a train for 
Corinto. 

Reports have been received from Cor- 
.into of the safe arrival there of Mad 
riz, accompanied by Gens. 
ledo, Valdes, Lara, Chavarria, Chavez 
and Perdomo and Dr. Julian Irias. The 
fugitives left Amapala, Honduras, on 
board the Pacific mall steamer San 
Jose. 

The men who fled with the deposed 
President into exile are ail, with the 
exception of Ortiz and Chavarria, for- 
mer supporters and adherents of “*x- 
President Zelaya, and they could ex- 
pect nO mercy from the new adminis: 
tration. Three of them are foreigners, 
Gen. ‘Toledo being from -Guatemala, 
Gen. JT.uara from Honduras and Gen. 
Perdomo from San Salvador. 

The administration in the capital ts 
siill in the hands of Jose Delores Es- 
trada, brother of the insurgent leader, 
to whom it was turned over by Madédriz 
en his flight. The Provisional Govern- 
‘or has, however, announced his intet- 
tion of holding the reins of power only 
until the arrival of his brother, Juan 
i. Estrada, with his victorious forces. 


ESTRADA'S GENERALS OPPOSE 
HIS TAKING THE PRESIDENCY 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 23.—With the 
announcement that Juan J. Estrada, 
leader of the successful ‘“insurgent’’ 
forces in Nicaragua, has succeeded to 
the presidency of Nicaragua, reports 
have reached here that his occupancy 
of this position may be temporary, if 
the matter is controlled by other lead- 
ers of the revolutionary movement. 

It is reported that . Chamarro and

No one knows better than Ellis 
that the failure of “Rebel” Oakes, 
Steve HDvans and himself to bat bet- 
ter has been one of the reasons for 
the Cardinals’ inability to win often- 
er. Next to the cracking of Manager 
Bresnahan’s pitching staff, the batting 
slump of the ‘three Cardinal outfield- 
ers has been the biggest disappoint- 
ment of the local season. 

In 1909 Ellis for awhile threatened 
to be a mémber of the select .30) 
colony. He batter around .290 the 
greater portion of the season and it 
wasn’t unti] the last few. weeks of 
the campaign that he fell below that 
notch. 

Oakes, with Cincinnati last season, 
hit above .300 until he was injured a 
month prior to the end of the cam- 
paign. He slumped after that but 
just before the end of the season he 
gave signs of again picking up in his 
batting. Evans hasn’t equaled his 
1909 mark this season. 

“IT am having the poorest year of 
my career,” said Ellis to the Post- 
‘Dispatch. “Before I jumped into the 

big league, I always hit well. While 

I know If am trying just as hard, using 

the same swing, same kind of bat and 

performing under the same _ condi- 
tions I did a year ago, I just can’t 
get them safe. 

“Yes, I really believe 
cored baseball that they are using 
has had much to do with the slump 
of our team. I know I hit the balls 
just as hard as I ever did but the 
Same result doesn't occur. You can 
even tel] the difference in the sound 
that the bat has against the ball. It 
doesn't produce the same good smack 
as in previous years. 

“A few times on the last Eastern 
trip we ran against some of the new 
‘balls they are turning out. They are 
the same as used in former years 
with the entire core made of rub- 
ber. 

“Once you landed on one of these 
balls you could tell the difference. They 
sound better when you hit them and 
they go farther. That’s the way I have 
found them, and I am sure the other 
fellows will say the same thing. 

 “T really believe that the new balls 
have caused the slump of more than one 
usually good batter. The pitchers are 
not the only ones who are complaining 
of the cork. It’s only natural that they 
can’t hurl an egg-shaped object as well 
as a perfect sphere.’’ 

Ellis is only one of a great throng of 
baliplayers: complaining of the cork- 
cored baseball. Pitchers have set up 
tho biggest howl, claiming that the bat-

“Tt has just come to my knowledge,” 
said Schutz to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday, “‘that points south of here 
which are properly in St. Louis trade 
territory, can get shipments from New 
York and Boston at a cheaper freight 
rate than from St. Louis. 

“Hope, Ark., is 461 miles from here 
on the main line of the Iron Mountain. 
The freight rate from here to Hope is 
$1.27 a hundred pounds. From New York 
to Hope it is $1.%4, via the Morgan 
steamship line‘ to New Orleans, and 
thence by rail 388 miles, to Hope. 

“The same thing prevails in other 
towns and cities in the same territory. 
Now how can St. Louis merchants oc- 
cupy the field properly in the face of 
‘such discriminatory rates as that? 

“Another way in which the railroads 
hold back this city is in passenger train 
service. From Chicago to the Pacific 
Coast there are solid through trains: 
from here there: is one sleeper a day, 
perhaps two. I know of a man who had 
to Ne ower here a day while ticket 
agents wired to Chicago to see if they 
eould get a through reservation to Cali- 
fornia for him.’’

CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—An attempt is to 


be made by the three defendants in the 
Illinois ‘graft’ cases to bring 
back to Chicago “‘Big Dan” Coughlin, 
made notorious at the time of the mur- 
der of Dr. Cronin, about 21 years ago, 
and later by his forfeiting a $20,000 
bond in an Illinois Central land 
bribery inveftization, and also to induce 


the return ioc this city of William Arm- 
strong, indicted with Coughlin in the 
alleged bribery affair. 

Both Coughlin and Armstrong are said 
to be willing to return to Chicago and 
tell all they know about hidden Illinois 
Central affairs. 

Attorneys for the men now accused 
by the Illinois Central officials have 
been in correspondence with Coughlin, 
who is now in Honduras, Central Amer- 
ica, and with Armstrong, 
Seattle. Both, it is claimed, are not 
only willing, but deeply anxious, to re- 
turn to their former haunts. 

If promised immunity in the case in 
which they were indicted and from trial 
of which they fled about nine years 
ago, Coughlin, it is asserted, will relate 
inside affairs of the Illinois Central of 
such startling charges, the attorneys 
intimate, that will produce a succes- 
Sion of sensations such as has seldom 
been produced in a courtroom. 

The counsel for Harriman, Ewing and 
Taylor, the men now accused by the 
Illinois Central, are making every effort 
to Induce State’s Attorney Wayman to 
pledge immunity to Coughlin and Arm- 
strong in return for evidence they will 
give, the attorneys claim, of wholesale 
attempts at jury bribing. 

Wayman, however, remains strangely 
silent, saying in response to direct ques- 
tions as to whether or not he will con- 
sent to the terms proposed and use his 
powers to expose the alleged jury brib- 
ing, “I am not interested in it:’’ From 
his irritable replies it is inferred that he 
does not intend to start the investiga- 
tion Harriman and others demand.

The ministers of East St. Louis and 
the representatives of the East Side 


LAw and Order League have not yet 
accepted the invitation of Chief of Po- 
lice Purdy to attend the exhibition of 
the Jeffries-Johnson fight pictures at 
the East St. Louis Airdome at his ex- 
pense. The offer was made to enable 
the church workers to become competent 
critics of the. pictures in urging their 
protest to the chief that the exhibition 
be stopped. 

A resolution adopted by the East 8t. 
Louis Ministerial Association Monday 
declared that the fight pictures are 
“brutal and demoralizing,” have a ‘‘de- 
basing effect on our youths,” and will 
bring “disgrace on our city.” The Rev. 
J. W. Cummins, pastor of the First M. 
E. Church; G. W. T. Reynolds and O. 
O. Larnce were appoitned a committee 
to present the protest to the Police 
Chief. 

Chier Extends Invitation. 

“Gentlemen, have you seen the pic- 
tures?”’ Chief Purdy asked when the 
committee presented the resolution. 

“No, we have not,” was the answer in 
chorus. 

“Then you are not competent critics,”’ 
the chief said. “I will arrange for 
your admittance free to see the pictures 
if you and other members will visit the 
exhibition, so that you can form 4a un- 
biased opinion of the entertainment. 
Then I will take ‘up this protest and give 
it proper consideration and discuss it 
fully with you.” 

“Do you believe it is degrading for our 
boys to witness pictures-of a boxing’ 
match?’ Reynolds asked. 

Purdy Gives Reasons. 

“I certainly do not,” answered Purdy 
as he Jaunched into a little sermon to 
the church workers. “The history of 
nations shows that countries that al-, 
low boxing, and fosters sport for boys 
are among the leaders of the world, 
The countries that prohibit these sports 
are those whose citizens fight with a 
dagger and gun. Think for yourself of 
those countries from whoge residents we 
capture stillettos, daggers and other bar- 
barous weapons, and see if they are 
leaders in manly sports.’’ | 

To emphasize his offer, Chief Purdy 
offered to furnish an escort to the 
members of the commitee if they ac- 
cepted his invitation. 

When Cummins, Reynolds, and 
Larnce, each in turn declined the of- 
fer, Chief Purdy refused to interfere 
with the exhibition as long as the 
crowds attending remain orderly.

Collector Will Try to Collect 
Tariff on ‘“Strads” Brought 
in by Artists. 





By Leasea Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—William Loeb 
Jr., Collector of the Port of New York, 
has started on a new campaign to in- 
crease the customs duties here, and 
musicians and collectors of valuable 
violins are getting ‘‘under cover.” 

Mr. Loeb has discovered that in the 
last 18 years fully fifty violins, brought 
to this country by yirtuosos and on 
which no duty was paid, were sold here 
at prices ranging from %1500 to $10,000% 
each. The customs duty on violins is 
45 per cent ad valorem, and the col- 
lector’s office estimates that the sales 
of the violins brought an aggregate of 
at least $200,000. The duty on these vio- 
lins would be about $90,000.’ 

All the instruments on which Collector 
Loeb is trying to collect duties were ad- 
mitted free to this port when brought 
by the artists who owned them. They 
were classified as ‘tools of trade.”’ 

The case by which Collector Loeb is 
trying to establish a precedent/is that 
of Miss Maud Powell, one of the best 
known of violin soloists. 

It appears she brought a “Strad’”’ to 
this country about three years ago for 
her concert work. She had no intention 
of-selling it, as she had used it for sev- 
eral years and was satisfied with it. But 
she chanced upon a Guadagnini in Bos- 
ton two years ago and it appealed to 
her strongly. She had it put in shape in 
this city and its tone was then so fine 
that she accepted an offer Bf $5000 for 
her Stradivarius. 

The sale was “tipped off’’ to Collector 
Loeb. The informant will get one-half 
of the duty if the Collector compels pay- 
ment. 

On the recent visit of Fritz Kreister 
here, he brought a fine example of. 
Amati’s art. He was induced to sell it 
to Mr. Kegsrieze, an ardent collector. 
The news was brought to Mr. Loeb after 
a few months and Lr. Kegzrieze was 
forced to pay the 45 per cent duty.

‘Why is Detroit? The Michigan metropolis, 
with a census gain of 63 per cent, bids fair to 
outdistance every other large city in its ratio of 
numerfeal progress. It has left its old rival, 
Milwaukee, far behind, passed Cincinnati and 
New Orleans, and is in striking distance of P‘tts- 
burg ‘and Cleveland, with Buffalo still unheard 


|from. ~ 


Detroit has no advantage of location. It is on 
a sidetrack. On the east it is shut off by an 
international boundary with two tariffs to pre- 
vent expansion in that direction. Commercially, 
Western Michigan belongs to Chicago. The Up- 
per Peninsula is tributary, not to Detroit, but to 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Duluth. To the south Toledo, Cleveland, Chicago, 
Indianapolis, Cincinnati and Buffalo are all con- 
tenders for trade supremacy, 

For many years Detroit struggled to hold its 
place as a jobbing center in the face of the com- 
petition and failed dismally. It forsook this illu- 
sion some twelve years ago. It resolved that if 
it had a future of growth it would be built on an 
industrial foundation. There was no prospect 
except in manufacturing. It had little in that 
line. One great and one smaller drug manufac- 
tory, three large stove plants and two freight car 
shops made the sum of its institutions of general 
importance. Industrially the-rest of it was made 
up of small factories. But Detroit resolved that 
it was to be a manufacturing center. 

As a preliminary step it formed a Board of 
Commerce into which all other commercial and 
civic organizations were merged. It invited new 
enterprises to Detroit. 
Fortune favored. The automohile business was 
budding. Henry Ford lived in Detroit. By 
chance the young men of three rich families, 
tempted rather by the sporting lure of the auto- 
mobile, went down in Ohio and bought the Pack- 
ard plant. They moved it to Detroit and threw 
everything away but the name. They made’ a 
successful motor car—so successful that the plant 
now employs 7500 men. Others were encouraged 
by this plant’s early showing and ventured into 
the field. : 

There was no reason why Detroit should have 
become the automobile center. It simply grabbed 
the business. If 38,000 Detroit workmen are now 
maha by automobile factories and 12,000 more 
by manufacturers of motor accessories, it is due 
merely to the determination of the city that it 
was going to manufacture something. This busi- 
ness, with its astonishing rapidity of growth, 
was the inspiration of all the others. Everyone 
decided to branch out. The stove factories built 
additions and rushed for business. 
chine’ shops grew into engine works. The car 
plant decided to do more business there.. Through 
the central commercial organization general en- 
couragement was given. The idea was to boom 
everything. Everything was boomed. It devel- 
oped the idea of being a convention city and im- 
pressed summer visitors with the belief that “in 
Detroit life was worth living.” It talked its 
beautiful river in season and out: It advertised. 

From a sleepy residence city with quiet, shady 


into an industrial center because it was bound to 
be an industrial center. It sacrificed much of its 
residential beauty in the accomplishment. It is 
no longer spotless and orderly and quiet, but it 
is thriving. It was all the product of determina- 
tion—of fixed purpose, developed consistently and 
worked out by a competent organization in a sys- 
tematic. manner. Everyone there has worked 
for Detroit. Everyone has helped to take fac- 
tories from other cities and prevent Detroit’s be- 
ing taken. Its only argument has been its ad- 
vantages as a place of residence. It used no 
other argument. It had no other argument to 
use. Its 63 per cent of growth—from 285,000 to 
465,000—is an example of what centralization of 
effort and determination can do.

Where Everybody Is Pensioned.. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
America, being known as the leading country 


of the world, probably does not know that there’ 


is one of the smallest countries on the globe 
which stands as a model in every way to any 
country. It is the little grand-duchy of Luxem- 
burg in Europe. Independent (not paying any 
tribute to Germany, as many Germans claim), it 
has a voluntary military force of 300 men. No 
militia or reserve, no capital punishment and 
only one penitentiary, one poorhouse and one 
asylum for the insane. Its three districts are 
divided into 12 counties, Everybody draws a 
pension—laborer, police, constable, judge, mail 
carriers, and every Government employe, all are 
sentitled to a pension. The same starts by a five- 
years’ service and increases the longer the party 
keeps his position. After 25 years of service 
the laborer or whoever he is can retire. His 
pension is large enough to @eep him out of the 
poorhouse. Every Government employe is en- 
titled to a pension. The soldiers are trained to 
become officers of the law, .or postal employes. 
I.very employer employing five men or more must 
retain 2 per cent of the employes’ earnings for 
sick or accident insurance. In case of sickness 
the employe receives one-half of his salary and 
doctor and medicine free. In case of accident 
the full pay is given to him, also doctor and 
medicine free, besides a claim for damages. Lux- 
emburg is one of the most beautiful and.romantic 
countries (in history as well as in nature) in the 
world. Some of Europe’s largest ore and copper 
mines, and especially steel plants are situated 
in Luxemburg. Plenty of good schools, colleges, 
libraries, seminaries, etc., help to keep the country 
on the top of civilization. No capital punishment, 
no lynching, no elopers, no secret marriages, but 
a pension for all—for the good as well as for the 
bad. Will it ever come that far in dear America?

Speculation was practically at a stand- 
still in the grain market today, prices 
drifting fractionally nigher, after an 


fearly dip, with pit traders making the 


market. 

Of news there was a dearth, and until 
some factor of importance forces itself 
on speculative notice, the trade is look- 
ing for a period of stagnation, with 
scalping changes shown either way. 

The Liverpool market was irregular, 
but higher, some seiling being based 
on pressure of Russian and Danubian 
offers, heavy wheat arrivals at Blacx 
Sea ports, a heavy increase in the Eu- 
ropean visible. Cargoes were easy and 
offered freely. The late market was 
firm on rumors of France bidding for 
cargoes of coast and Australian offers. 

The weather was clear and cool in 
the spring wheat area, and the increas- 
ing movement there is offsetting a tend- 
ency of lighter receipts in the South- 
west. The general run of wheat to mar- 
ket is, however, largely in excess of 
a year ago. Once the movement shows 
distinct signs of lessening prices shou'd 
reflect it, for bull speculation has been 
held in check largely by this factor. 

In the Canadian Northwest temper- 
atures were around the freezing point 
while frost was reported in the Yel- 
lowstone Park. Corn was influenced 
slightly by the prospects of cooler 
weather. 

The Free Press estimates the 1919 
Canadian wheat crop at 101,236,430 
bu, against official yield last year of
